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NEXT YEAR, people with health insurance 
through MNsure will face 50 percent price 
hikes. But one man’s agony is another’s joy. 
Count Flouse Speaker Kurt Daudt among 
the giddy. 

Fie’s gleefully labeling it “a crisis Demo¬ 
crats created.” Never mind that Minnesota 
Republicans rejected plans to repair MNsure 
in January. And never mind that U.S. Flouse 
Republicans voted 60 times to repeal Obam- 
acare while never offering an alternative. 

MNsure can’t be fixed with one party refus¬ 
ing to play. Daudt says he’s “open to any 
and all ideas.” But other than saying “no,” he 
doesn’t seem to have any of his own.

Are 10 stories too many for the North Loop? 



T he North Loop is at a crossroads. 

Back when it was called the 
Warehouse District, people didn’t 
give much thought to real estate 
in the northwest neighborhood, which once 
served as the city’s shipping hub. 

Then developers started building pricey 
apartments. The influx of residents fueled 
a newfound interest in what else was being 
built. 

Case in point United Properties’ proposed 
lO-story 159-foot mixed-use building on the 
700 block of Washington Avenue North. In 
place of what now is an unsightly slab for 
parking, the Pohlad-owned company wants 
to erect a brick structure featuring office 
space, apartments, and a parking garage. 

All the other historic buildings in the 
area range between four and six stories, and 
North Loop resident D. J. Heinle concedes 
United’s would stand out. However, Heinle, 
an architect by day who has served on the 
North Loop Neighborhood Association’s 


Planning and ZoningCommittee for 11 years, 
doesn’t see this as a problem. 

‘The building’s architectural detailing, 
as it’s been proposed from an aesthetics 
standpoint, is well done,” he says. “It’s brick 
like the others nearby. It fits in well. I think 
what some people aren’t excited about is 
its height, having ten stories when other 
buildings are closer to six. I think there’s a 
fear that as the North Loop enters into new 
phase in its development history it will be 
the beginning of a tunnel effect with larger 
buildings along Washington Avenue.” 

That’s precisely the issue for many of 
the North Loop’s 5,000 or so residents. So 
much so there’s a movement afoot to get the 
developer to clip the height by two stories. 

“Everybody wants to see development 
of the parking lot,” says Francesco Paris! of 
Neighbors for North Loop Livability. “The 
main concern of the neighborhood is the 
height. The historic preservation guidelines 
require new buildings to be compatible in 


height and scale with historic buildings. 
This one would not.” 

The group believes United’s development 
flies in the face of the parameters that aim to 
preserve the area’s unique architectural vibe. 

“Right now, what they’re proposing is 
almost 50 percent higher than whaf s already 
there,” Paris! says. 

United presented its proposal to the city 
last month. In opposition. North Loop Liv¬ 
ability launched an online petition. As of 
Sunday, it’s garnered exactly500 signatures. 

“All we are asking is for them to respect 


the historic fabric of the neighborhood,” 
says Paris!. 

Heinle gets that, but he also sees United’s 
project as a sign of the times. Soaring land 
values mandate larger buildings to make the 
math work. When the association’s plan¬ 
ning committee convenes on November 23, 
Heinle expects the differing visions for the 
North Loop—with the United development 
as the microcosm — to be front and center. 

“I anticipate the meeting to be the most 
contentious we’ve had since I’ve been on the 
committee,” Heinle says, -copy zurowski

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T he night sky mirrors Ilhan 
Omar’s mood: gray and 
funky. The 33-year-old 
Somali-born Minnesotan 
is known for keeping her 
face toward the sun. But 
on this August eve her Crest White smile 
hibernates. 

Omar gazes at the floor. There will be 
no talk tonight about moving “forward 
together.” 

Omar needs time to feel sad. Not because 
she’s ashamed of something she did, but 
because choices in her past are hurting 
people she loves, especially her three kids. 

“My [13-year-old] daughter is old 
enough, she sees and hears things, and 
I can’t protect her,” Omar says. “She’s 
starting to ask questions. What I don’t 
understand is why is it every time the 
TV stations have a story about my shit 
they use a picture of our whole family?” 

Two weeks before, Omar was the belle 
of the ball. Her DFL primary win over 
Mohamud Noor and 44-year incum¬ 
bent Phyllis Kahn catapulted the for¬ 
mer refugee to the doorway of the Min¬ 
nesota House. Come November, Omar 
will become America’s highest-ranking 
Somali elected to office. (Her Republican 
opponent, Abdimalik Askar, suspended 
his campaign in August.) 

Allegations of bigamy and immigration 
fraud arrived 72 hours later. What was 
a political career primed for flight was 
now battered on the tarmac. 

“If she can come out of this, I think 
she’ll emerge as a more powerful figure,” 
says Hamline University professor David 
Schultz. “People love her kind of story. It 
represents a new kind of leader in Min¬ 
nesota politics. At this point who knows 
how this will play out.” 

Omar knows. She rights her turtled 
posture, sits straight, and peers out the 
window. She’s reminded of what her 
grandfather taught her when she was a 
little girl in Somalia. 

“Everything is temporary,” Baba Abu- 
kar said. 

“Everything is temporary,” Omar 
repeats. “But right now, I am sad. Sad 
and angry.” 

Mogadishu to Minneapolis 


Omar was born into a village of her own, 
the youngest of seven. 

Her mother died when she was little. 
Men would shape her. Five older brothers, 
father Nur Said Elmi Mohamed, and her 
grandfather, Abukar, especially. 

Aunts and uncles worked as civil 
servants and educators. Omar’s father 
trained teachers. Theirs was a blessed 
life as Somalia began the transition from 
European colony to independence. 

Her grandfather rode the winds of 
change to Italy, where he attended uni-

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versity. He returned to his East African 
homeland, becoming Somalia’s National 
Marine Transport director. Abukar over¬ 
saw the string of lighthouses along the 
Arabian Sea coastline. 

Privilege accompanied this kind of pedi¬ 
gree. Books and culture were priorities 
inside the home, which was more like 
a compound, complete with domestic 
help. In a country where 80 percent of the 
population farmed and raised livestock, 
Omar started kindergarten at age four. 

But Somalia was a fragile country. Civil 
strife soon threatened to swallow it. 

About 12 million people occupy this 
land about the size of Texas. It’s over¬ 
whelmingly Muslim. Genealogy unites 
and divides. 

Somalis belong to clans. These eth¬ 
nic cliques can be about geography or 
marriage. Some possess age-old beliefs 
of superiority and consider members of 
sub-clans unsuitable for marriage, even 
friendship. 

In 1991, the reign of Somali President 
Siad Barre imploded. The country had 
had enough of his Cold War-style mili¬ 
tary dictatorship. Barre was ousted, the 
national army disbanded. The ensuing 
vacuum devolved into a war among clans, 
turning neighbors into enemies. Omar 
witnessed this firsthand when she was 
eight years old. 


Nighttime fell as about 20 people milled 
about the compound in Mogadishu, 
the Somali capital. Bad noises outside 
announced unwelcome visitors. Men with 
big guns demanded to be let in. The group 
tried to bust down the front door, but it 
was unbreakable. Omar and her family 
fell to the floor moments before the mili¬ 
tiamen let go a staccato of gunfire. Once 
they were satisfied with the evening’s 
damage, the attackers left. 

Everyone survived. Omar hasn’t forgot¬

ten the sight of bullet pockmarks in the 
building’s cinderblock walls. 

Shellshock turned to grief for Omar’s 
grandpa. 

“That was a hard realization for my 


grandfather, that our family was no lon¬ 
ger welcome,” she says. “Even after the 
attack, he struggled with this new reality.” 

Days later, they put their familiar world 
in the rearview mirror. They split into 
groups, 20 people in total fleeing. Omar’s 
headed for the coast where Abukar had 
connections. Alongside her father, she 
hopped a plane for Kenya. 

“You go from knowing a life of cer¬ 
tainty and joy to one where ever 5 Thing 
is uncertain,” she says. “My family chose 
to go to Kenya because my grandfather 
had contacts there.” 

She lived with strangers in and around 
Nairobi. Memories of waking up each day 
feeling fear left mental scars. 

Her dad and grandpa looked for a new 
country to call home. But immigration to 
a place like Canada, England, or the U.S. 
wasn’t happening an 5 Time soon. At least 
Kenya wouldn’t kick them out. 

When the goodwill of Abukar’s contacts 
expired, two bad choices were left: live 
on the streets of Nairobi, a city of 10 mil¬ 
lion, or go to one of the refugee camps 
within Kenya. 

The Utanga camp outside the coastal 
hub of Mombasa splayed across four 
square miles. Beneath the trees of the 
jungle canopy were beige tents as far as 
the eye could see. 

Somalis made up most of the camp’s

30,000 refugees. Waiting to use an out¬ 
house could eat up half the day. The threat 
of malaria was 24/7. The same could be 
said for personal safety — for some more 
than others. 

Kidnappings for ransom loomed as the 
largest rogue activity at the UN camp. 
Since kidnappers usually targeted heads 
of families, Omar was tasked with fetching 
firewood and water. The routine lasted 
four years. 

Finally, a Lutheran church sponsored 
Omar and her family for entry into the US. 

Her American education began with 
orientation videos courtesy of the federal 
government. 

“There were ones about grocery stores. 
What a highway looked like. It introduced 
you to what a shopping mall was,” says 
Omar. “It was green lawns and white 
townhouses.... Everything is beautiful. 
Everything is grandiose. Everything is 
just. All of these polished things you sell 
to the outside world.” 

Their plane landed in New York City. 
Staring out a car window, Omar, age 12, felt 
ripped off. This wasn’t the same country 
as the one in the videos. Instead, it was a 
headache of car horns and homelessness, 
an eyesore of trash and graffiti. 

She turned to her father in disbelief: 
“This doesn’t look like the America you 
promised.” 

We’re getting to our America, Ilhan, he 
replied. You have to be patient. 

They made the 230-mile drive south to 
Arlington, Virginia. It wasn’t long before 
Omar was sitting at a school desk. Her

English at the time consisted of “hello” 
and “shut up.” 

Classmates stuck gum to her headscarf 
when they weren’t trying to yank it off. 
None of her peers bothered to communi¬ 
cate, even to say hi. They stared instead. 
The new kid sat solo at lunch, a loner 
during recess as well. 

Omar’s English improved. Then came 
her classmates’ questions: Does it feel 
good to wear shoes for the first time? Do 
you really have hair? Do you have a pet 
monkey? 

“I’d say the kids were curiously brutal,” 
says Omar, “but the lunch ladies were 
kind to me.” 

Back at the home where she lived with 
her father and siblings, change would 
again be in the works. Omar’s dad and 
older sister Sahra were having conversa¬ 
tions about better schools, prospects of 
economic mobility, and becoming part 
of an already-established East African 
immigrant community. 

Their road trip took place in the summer 
after Omar finished eighth grade. They 
were headed to a new land, where they’d 
heard “the people there were supposed 
to be nice,” Omar says. 

The journey would end in the Cedar- 
Riverside neighborhood of Minneapolis. 

The teenager grew into a young woman 
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over the next four years. She’d graduate 
from Edison High. 

Omar credits Abukar for first exposing 
her to politics. In 1997, her grandfather 
planned to attend the DEL precinct caucus 
at the Brian Coyle Center. But he needed 
his 14-year-old granddaughter to act as 
translator. 

Omar’s eyes grew big walking into the 
bright lights, rainbows of campaign signs, 
and hundreds of conversations in differ¬ 
ent languages. 

‘The whole thing was just big. Not just 
physically with a lot of people, but what 
it was a part of,” she says. “There was this 
platform. People could put forth ideas that 
could contribute. Knowing a conversation 
in a small room with someone could be 
released into the universe and become 
part of something much larger, there was 
something intoxicating about it for me.” 

Omar wanted more. She reached out 
to those she believed could teach her. 

Jamal Abdulahi was one of them. Ten 
years her elder, Abdulahi would one day 
become a state DEL director and chair 
of the party’s Somali caucus. 

“At our first meeting over coffee, I sensed 
she was the kind of a newcomer to politics 
with enough ideas that with minimum 
guidance she would go out and figure out 
the rest,” he says. “Even then, she was 
pretty explicit she wanted to get involved 


in organizing and electoral politics. I told 
her to go to her precinct caucus.” 

She studied political science at North

Dakota State, then returned to Minneapolis 
to work at the University of Minnesota. 
She’d show up at DEL meetings, volunteer¬ 
ing whenever she could. Plunging into the 
deep end of activism meant serving on 
the boards of the Legal Rights Center, a 
nonprofit law firm specializing in restor¬ 
ative justice, and the Confederation of 
Somali Community in Minnesota, a charity 
working to integrate new immigrants. 

As Omar intertwined grassroots advo¬ 
cacy and party politics, her profile grew. 
Not everyone would embrace it. She knew 


this would happen. 

“Political power in Somalia rests with 
men,” she says. 

“I think there is a feeling by some people 
in politics and in my own community that 
the woman can think she’s leading all 
that she wants, have a semblance of influ¬ 
ence, but the ultimate voice rests with 
the man.... I am not one who subscribes 
to that belief.” 

Omar vs. Warsame 


By early 2014, the former refugee had 
grown into her own kind of American-style 
multi-tasker. Her longtime yet imperfect 
relationship with Ahmed Hirsi had been 
blessed with three children. She worked 
as a public health educator, teaching about 
good eating habits while moonlighting 
in activism. 

The latter brought her face to face with 
little-known Minneapolis City Council 
candidate Andrew Johnson. 

A twentysomething IT geek and cam¬ 
paign greenhorn, Johnson decided he’d 
run for a seat representing the cit 5 ^s south¬ 
eastern neighborhoods of Longfellow, 
Nokomis East, and Standish-Ericsson. 

With Johnson canvassing for early sup¬ 
port, Omar vetted the rookie candidate 
on behalf of the New Americans, an East 
African political action committee. 


Johnson was struck. 

“She was so present, so sincere in her 
beliefs about issues,” he says. 

Johnson would eventually tap Omar to 
be his campaign manager. Together, they’d 
win the council race. She’d serve as his 
policy advisor, which afforded observers 
an infrequent portal into the jockeying 
within Somali politics. 

The day before Eebruary 2014’s precinct 
caucus in Cedar-Riverside, Abdi Warsame, 
the first-term Minneapolis city councilman 
whose ward captures a large portion of 
the East African immigrant community, 
called Johnson into his office. 

Warsame had become the highest 
elected Somali-American official in the 
US. four months earlier. He wanted John¬ 
son to pass a message to Omar. 

“Warsame told... Johnson he should 
warn [Omar] to stay away from the cau¬ 
cus or there could be trouble for her,” 
MinnPost reporters James Nord and Briana 
Bierschbach would report. 

The message baffled Johnson as he 
made the short walk back to his office. 
Omar’s tears multiplied as he explained 
what had transpired. 

“I didn’t know what exactly he meant,” 
Johnson tells City Pages. “I told her no 
one should tell you to stay home and 
not be involved in democracy. That’s 
ridiculous.” 
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Warsame denies the conversation ever 
took place. 

‘This was an attempt to besmirch my 
name,” he says. “I don’t know why people 
would say that. I know we live in a very 
biased society... When you happen to be 
one of the only Muslim, black, immigrant, 
and Somali elected officials, of course 
people want to throw mud at you.” 

Hundreds crowded the precinct meet¬ 
ing. Omar’s job as a district vice chair was 
to ensure there was no chicanery. 

An hour before the scheduled start, a 
group of supporters for Mohamud Noor, a 
Minneapolis School Board member vying 
to unseat state Rep. Phyllis Kahn, had 
congregated inside the building. Attendees 
would later describe the event’s energy 
as charged, and not in a good way. 

A contingent of Kahn’s faithful soon 
walked in. An argument between the 
camps disintegrated into swinging arms 
and cocked legs. 

A group of what was reported to be five 
people converged on Omar. She’d suffer 
a busted lip and a concussion. 

Warsame says he wasn’t at the caucus, 
although it was no secret he supported 
Kahn. 

Omar would become a Noor campaign 
volunteer. 

Warsame still dismisses the notion he 
and Omar are somehow adversaries. 

“You also have to remember, in 2014, 
Ms. Omar wasn’t that important,” Wars¬ 
ame says. “As I said, I don’t know her 
very well.” 

The diplomacy is lost on Omar. She 
characterizes Warsame as an old-school 
bully and modern-day sexist. 

“I think the disdain between us stems 
from that first conversation he had with... 
Johnson,” she says. “I have never under¬ 
stood or appreciated [Warsame’s] brand 
of misogyny... To say I have a voice, that 
the women in our community won’t be 
silenced, I believe is ultimately what led 
to me being attacked.” 

Body parts ached and brain funk hadn’t

morning after the attack. 

Her eldest daughter urged her to get 
back to her City Hall desk ASAP. The girl 
said she needed to show the people who 
want to intimidate her that “they don’t 
have control over you.” 

Noor would eventually lose to Kahn. 
A year later, Omar decided to try for the 
seat herself. 

Thefuture revealed 


The faithful shuffled into a Minneapo¬ 
lis middle school last April for the DFL 
nominating convention. Three candidates 
vied for the party’s official nod: Kahn, 
Noor, and Omar. 

Omar appeared primed for victory. 
As Johnson’s campaign manager, she’d 
learned what it meant to hump on the elec¬ 
tion trail. Omar employed a two-pronged 
strategy of connecting with university 
students while cultivating support and 
chipping away at the stubborn resistance 
inside her own community. 

Omar scored 55 percent of the dele¬ 
gates, 23 points ahead of Kahn. But she 
still needed Noor to direct his single-digit 
support to her camp. Eleven votes was all 
that stood between her and the all-too- 
important party endorsement. 

The event ended in a stalemate. The 
DFL primary in August would be a three- 
way race. 

Hudda Ibrahim, a St. Cloud Tech and 
Community College faculty member and 
editor-in-chief at Somalicurrent.com, has 
an explanation. 

“[Noor] cannot lose to a Somali woman,” 
she says. “So when a woman is running 
for office, our male-dominated society 
will try to undermine the woman.” 

(Neither Kahn nor Noor responded to 
repeated interview requests.) 
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Nasser Mussa, a former Humphrey 
School of Public Affairs fellow who’s 
known Omar for years, watched silently 
as the primary neared. People inside the 
district were telling him plenty. 

“She was doing a good job of using 
old-fashioned political tools, mobilizing 
people, and organizing across economic 
lines,” says Mussa. “People forget that 
you don’t win the district with support 
from just one group or another. You need 
a coalition.” 

That was proving to be no easy task. 
There were some votes Omar would 
never get. 

“I had women in my community tell 
me, Tlhan, I want to vote for you, but my 
husband won’t allow it,”’ she says. 

The skyscrapers of downtown Min¬ 
neapolis watched as a Seward restaurant 
pulsed on an August night. Hundreds 
packed Omar’s primary headquarters at 
Kalsan Restaurant. They roared minutes 
past 10 when media outlets reported her 
victory, a triumph that found its way to 
the pages of the New York Times. 

Omar was swallowed in hugs. Young 
women looked on, crying. 

“Her political success drew on her 
Somali identity, but it was much more than 
that,” University of Minnesota professor 
Lawrence Jacobs says. “I think that the real 
political ingenuity of Ilhan Omar was her 
being able to speak to multiple communi¬ 
ties rather than being the spokesperson 
for one ethnic community.” 

The night belonged to Omar. Contro¬ 
versy would steal it. 

''The shit show*' 


Soon, a new story emerged from the con¬ 
servative blogosphere: Omar had been 
married to two men at once, and one was 
her brother. 

Power Line’s Scott Johnson reported 
that Omar married Hirsi in 2002. Seven 
years later, Johnson alleged, she wed “her 
brother Ahmed Nur Said Elmi,” which 
would make her guilty of “marriage and 
immigration fraud” and bigamy. 

Johnson had a document showing Omar 
had pulled a marriage license application 
in 2002, but never officially registered it 
with the state. She’d wed Elmi in 2009, a 
Minnesota marriage certificate proved. 
But the blogger lacked proof that Omar 
and Elmi were blood relatives. 

The unsubstantiated report grew into 
a media maelstrom. Stories appeared in 
the Star Tribune and City Pages, as well 
as on WCCO, FOX 9, and KSTP. 

“I look at the soap opera, the shit show 
of what people might consider to be in 
their discovery of things, there isn’t any¬ 
thing to what’s being insinuated or any¬ 
thing there to bite me in the ass,” Omar 
says. “What I’m surprised about are... the 
particular things that are appropriate to 
insinuate without any legitimacy or facts. 


I think if certain factors weren’t in play, 
this wouldn’t be considered acceptable.” 

Former deputy Republican Party state 
chairman Michael Brodkorb says that’s true 
—to a point. Omar’s tale was being reported 
through the optics of a presidential race, 
which has been awash with talk of border 
walls and mass deportations. At the same 
time, Omar hasn’t done herself any favors.

says Brodkorb. Power Line’s story elicited 
two statements from her camp. The first 
chalked up the charges to “Donald Trump- 
style misogyny, racism, anti-immigration 
rhetoric, and Islamophobic division.” 

“I think she ratcheted up some of the 
rhetoric with that response,” Brodkorb 
says. “Most Minnesotans would think. 
Are you married?’ to be an easy question 
to answer. Since it hasn’t been for her, I 
think that’s alarming to some.” 

In this political season, such seeming 
evasiveness makes for rich soil. As a result, 
Brodkorb isn’t surprised “to see a candidate 
with Omar’s background being targeted.” 

But, he adds, “There appear to be lin¬ 
gering questions.” 

Omar’s explanation goes like this: While 
they were never officially married under 
Minnesota law, Hirsi is her husband, her 
life partner, and father of her kids. 

The couple fell out of love sometime 
before 2009. During that period, Omar 
legally married Elmi. She and Elmi eventu¬ 
ally separated. Omar reconciled with Hirsi 
in 2011, marrying in their “faith tradition,” 
a commitment that’s recognized within 
their community, but not under Minnesota 
law. She has yet to legally divorce Elmi. 

“There are particular challenges to get¬ 
ting a legal divorce,” Omar says. “One 
of those is getting the cooperation and 
presence of the other person who you 
are divorcing.” 

Elmi resides in England. He couldn’t 
be reached for comment. Omar wouldn’t 
permit City Pages to talk to Hirsi, saying, 
“I have never made my personal life part 
of my platform, my campaign. So no, that’s 
not going to happen.”

During the campaign homestretch, Omar 
exhales. 
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She sits pensively inside a Seward 
coffee shop. Her legs are crossed. She 
wears pink-and-orange flip-flops, her 
top foot twitching while she fidgets with 
the bracelets on her wrist. 

Her Crest White smile returns. Her 
vibe is lighter, yet Omar admits she 
struggles to reconcile some of what’s 
transpired. 

‘'What’s been hard to come to terms 
with is how these people have been really 
reckless,” says Omar. 

She fingers some within her own com¬ 
munity for planting the marriage story. 

“You have to think, who benefits from 
lessening my influence and my power?” 
says Omar. “Those within my commu¬ 
nity who have had power and influence, 
who are now going to have to come to 
terms with a woman more powerful, 
more notable, more high in stature and

political standing... previously elected 
officials within my community, that’s 
who comes to mind.” 

She names Warsame, saying, “I think 
the kind of power I was growing and 
cultivating was going to be too much 
for someone like him.” 

What kind of pull that will be remains 
debatable. Johnson says the marriage 
story was never intended to take Omar 
down. If it was, it would have been leaked 
before the primary. 

“If you think about the timing, it’s 
obvious it was intended to diminish her

image from day one of walking into the 
Legislature,” he says. “She had the real 
opportunity to walk in and make connec¬ 
tions with folks who don’t usually work 
with Somalis and really open up some 
minds. Instead, there’ll be those who 
think, ‘Oh there’s that Muslim woman 
who married her brother.’” 

Hamline professor Schultz concurs. As 
he sees it, “the crude swipe” was designed 
to injure right off the bat: “Maybe dam¬ 
aging a rising star is enough and that’s 
what you wanted to achieve.” 

Warsame has no time to answer “tab¬ 
loid” questions. He denies having any 
connection to the leak, saying, “I was 
just as shocked as everyone else when 
it came out.” 

Instead, he prefers to talk about his 
accomplishments, like “giving” Cedar- 
Riverside newly paved roads when the 
old ones had resembled something in 
“the Third World.” 

“Ms. Omar is on her way to become 
an elected official in the state of Min¬ 
nesota,” he continues. “Tm proud of 
that because that’s part of my work. Tm 
proud Ms. Omar came after me.... Her 
election would pose no problem for me. 
What I can say is [she’s] a vindication 
for my work.” 

When asked to respond to Warsame’s 
comments, Omar doesn’t. Her slight smile 
is a mix of indignation and resigned 
humor. She knows there will be “some 
public discomfort” with a Muslim woman 
as a state lawmaker. 

“I consider myself to be a fighter who’s 
pretty optimistic about the possibilities 
of the world, and someone who thinks 
we all have shared values regardless 
of our background, our faith,” Omar 
says. 03

Hi-Lo diner will elevate Twin Cities dining, so long as it stays close to the ground

^’m always gonna make food that 
I the ordinary diner is gonna eat 
I and get a value out of.” 

A Chef Heidi Marsh is fresh off 
a meeting with a South Carolina-based 
grits purveyor, and sitting in the vintage 
yet futuristic confines of Hi-Lo Diner on 
East Lake Street. 

The silvery capsule looks a bit like a 
spaceship dropped from on high, out of 
some other, far more stylish place than 
Earth. In fact, it came from only as far 
away as Gibsonia, Pennsylvania, where 
it stood successfully as the Venus Diner 
for half a century. 

Since finding its new home in the 
Longfellow neighborhood of Minneapolis, 
the diner is packed nearly around the clock. 
Its fans line up for the real-deal diner 


pedigree and price structure. When it 
adheres as closely as possible to an ordinary 
diner for the ordinary diner, Hi-Lo offers 
an experience that is tough to beat. 

Hi-Lo’s owners, Rebekah Cook, Mike 
Smith, and James Brown, are also the 
owners of Modern Forage Workshop 
Furniture Store, situated across the street. 
They say they got tired of looking at the 
lot’s former tenant, a defunct Taco Bell, 
every day. 

As purveyors of designer ottomans and 
beard oil that “leaves behind the deep 
leathered richness of a cobbler’s apron,” 
the three might have been tempted to go 
full-fledged hipster with Hi-Lo’s menu 
and sensibility. But they didn’t. They 
wisely partnered with the culinary team 
responsible for the Blue Door Pub empire, 
the re-inventors of the Jucy Lucy, who 
manage to keep classics classic while 


simultaneously, ever-so-slightly agitating 
the waters. 

Hi-Lo mostly manages a similar 
equilibrium. 

Marsh knew there had to be pancakes, 
because when you get to a diner, you want 
to be able to exclaim, “I smell pancakes!” 
So she started there. Here they’re crepe¬ 
like, floppy, and fragrant as pie, not the 
inch-thick leviathans that seem to mock 
you from the plate. “I didn’t want them 
so thick you couldn’t even walk down the 
street afterward.” Check. 

The burger is another standard Marsh 
has knocked out of the park. She tinkered 
with a custom blend of chuck, short rib, 
and brisket until she was happy with it, 
using celebrity butcher Pat LaFrieda’s 
blend (the blend that made Shake Shack 
famous) as inspiration. It’s as perfect as 
any burger gets.

The fries are crinkle cut, a diner classic, 
and I could have sworn they were hand-cut. 
They’re not. “Ours are crinkle cut, out of a 
bag, because that’s something that diners 
do. But,” Marsh adds, “there’s always a 
little secret thing.” That little secret thing 
is these fries get a dose of potato chip 
spice that they grind and mix in-house. 

The Hi-Tops, the diner’s signature dish 
of fried dough piled high with either sweet 
or savory accompaniments, were one of the 
few menu ideas suggested by the owners. 
The secret to these is that Marsh spent 
weeks watching videos of how they make 
doughnuts in the South. She even took

inspiration from American Indian fry- 
bread tacos, and also from Mojo Monkey 
Donuts, arguably St. Paul’s finest doughnut 
purveyor. Once she was happy with the 
result, she began working on toppings. 
They now crank out about 1,500 weekly. 

While a few of the Hi-Top flavor 
combinations work, to my mind they 
don’t work well enough to justify taking 
up eight menu slots. One that does deserve 
your attention is their biggest seller: the 
Gary Cooper. This Hi-Top gets bombed 
with buttermilk 
fried chicken, maple 
bourbon syrup, and 
country gravy. As we 
speak, a lone diner 
waves off an offer of 
a menu, and orders 
a Gary Cooper. She 
knows what she’ll be 
having, thank you. 

It works because it’s 
in the chicken-and-waffles family, and 
fried chicken just goes naturally well 
with the sweetness of the pastry and 
S 5 map. But others, like the Yum Yum Yum, 
don’t pass muster, with braised Korean 
short rib, apple-bacon slaw, and wasabi 
microgreens looking like they got invited 
to the wrong party, riding awkwardly on 
top of a doughnut. Others, like Argentinian 
shrimp with adobo or a take on a BLT, 
seem even more out of place. My advice 
would be to keep the Gary Cooper, and 
86 the rest. 

The Commercial sandwich is as 
close as we can get around here to the 
legendary scratch-made, countrified 
truckstop cooking of middle America. 
White cheddar-striated biscuits form 
the base, then prime rib, mountains of 
classic potato puree straight out of the 
spring-loaded scoop, and a generous 
pour of rich beef gravy. Ribbons of racy 


horseradish cream finish things like a 
mic drop. It’s powerful. 

Hash Stuffed Hash is a flash of genius 
straight off the farm, from when the 
owners worked as farmhands. You can 
taste the sincerity in it. Hashbrowns bed 
down with big nuggets of corned beef, 
Hollandaise, griddle-frizzled peppers 
and onions, and the crowning glory of 
two runny eggs. It’s everything a hard 
worker longs for in a morning meal and 
nothing she doesn’t. 

But when the 
kitchen strays too far 
from the standards, 
you want to toss a lasso 
around its torso and 
reel it in. The Pastrami 
Silo is a good example 
of a lasso-able offense. 
The already perfect 
pastrami sandwich 
gets flipped on its head: 
Meat is stuffed into a crispy baguette, Hot- 
Pocket style, and then blasphemed with 
sweet chile aioli. Marsh admits that it’s an 
“ugly duckling” and will probably come 
off the menu soon. 

But happily, the menu isn’t too 
changeable at Hi-Lo, nor do they need 
it to be. Among other things that remain 
the same are the cheerful staff, the diner- 
style coffee service that can have you all 
but guarding your cup beneath the table, 
the boozy ice cream cocktails that are 
gloriously more booze than ice cream, 
and pie. So, so much pie. Pie is technically 
the only dessert on offer. And this detail 
alone — the belief that a good pie is good 
enough — is the sort of thing that will land 
Hi-Lo in the realm of the Good and the 
Real and the Here to Stay. 

Hi-Lo’s highs come from their 
willingness to stay grounded in the best 
possible ways. 03

A RAISIN IN THE SUN 

PARK SQUARE THEATRE 
Lorraine Hansberr 5 r’s revered play was 
the first African-American penned 
work to be produced on Broadway, 
and featured African-American actors 
in a storyline informed by the African- 
American experience. Setting this 
landmark status aside, however, this latest 
staging intends to remind audiences of 
the urgent relevancy of Hansberry’s tale. 
Telling the story of the Youngers, a black 
family living below the poverty line in 
Chicsigo, A Raisin in the Sun has lost none 
of its power to capture the merciless cycle 
of economic despair and racial disparity. 
When a sudden inheritance unexpectedly 
opens up a new world of possibilities, 
the Youngers find themselves divided 
over how to use the money to get ahead 
in a racially predjudiced America.

But David Sedaris 
tours better than most comedians 
and authors, hopping from theater to 
theater under the title of “humorist,” 
telling stories, critiquing society, and, 
well, being himself.

The Handmaiden beguiles and disturbs

I n the hidden-away reading room of 
a gothic estate, well-dressed men 
sit in rapt attention as a woman 
recites erotica. 

Their quarters are guarded by a snake 
sculpture, its fangs bared as if to ward off 
anyone unworthy of the carnal knowledge 
within. Their hush-hush gathering has 
the feel of a secret society. Tonight’s story 
is of the sadomasochistic variety — “As 
I felt the duke approach from behind, a 
rope slithered around my neck” — and the 
young woman wraps her gloved hands 
around her own neck for effect as the 
story nears its climax. 

This moment comes more than an hour 
into Park Chan-wook’s sensuous and 
absorbing The Handmaiden, by which 
time most of us watching will think we 
have a firm grasp on what’s at work in 
this beguiling film. Then it sheds its skin 
and takes on a new form. 


Hideko (Kim Min-hee) is as captive 
as her audience while performing this 
reading at the behest of her domineering 
uncle (Cho Jin-woong). As a wooden 
dummy descends from the ceiling so 
she can demonstrate one of the story’s 
more provocative techniques, we can 
sense the gears turning in the mind of 
one listener in particular: the Count (Ha 
Jung-woo). 

Matters of control have long factored 
into Park’s work, and his latest takes 
that fixation to an almost self-reflective 
level; the very act of watching this movie 
feels like an exercise in power dynamics. 
The meticulous, vengeance-inclined 
filmmaker’s adaptation of Sarah Waters’ 
2002 novel Finger smith is constantly 
changing form. 

The story begins in Japanese-occupied 
Korea circa the 1930s, where we’re first 
introduced to the Count’s plan. He wants 
to seduce Hideko, the orphan heir to vast 
riches, and ship her off to the madhouse 


as soon as he’s secured her inheritance. 
To do so, he sends the young thief Sook- 
hee (Kim Tae-ri) to make Hideko more 
susceptible to his wiles. This would-be 
mark is beautiful and detached, secluded 
in her chambers like Sofia Coppola’s 
vision of Marie Antoinette; in her fragile 
beauty she seems almost unknowable. 

To say much more about what 
transpires would be a disservice to the 
movie’s immense narrative pleasures, 
but know that pawns, kings, and queens 
are constantly switching place and few 
pieces end up where you expect them. 
The Handmaiden is divided into three 
sections, with each new movement 
offering glimpses of earlier events 
from new perspectives. (The last of 
these sections is both the shortest and 
least essential, lingering for so long on 
certain moments that their effect is 
almost lessened.) 

What’s most amazing is that, despite 
all the craven plotting, graphic sex.

and even a brief foray into torture. The 
Handmaiden stays in the mind primarily 
as a deeply involving romance. Its two 
main lovers are the kind you root for 
even and especially when they seem star- 
crossed. With a feminist bent and endless 
visual ingenuity. Park makes sights like 
a hanged woman in a blossoming cherry 
tree as ravishing as they are disturbing. 

The Handmaiden has the pace and 
scope of a binge-worthy miniseries, 
the sumptuous production design of an 
autumnal prestige picture, and lurid, off- 
kilter details that only an auteur like Park 
could dream up. At times, to watch it is 
to feel as though you’ve wandered into 
that reading room and seen something 
you shouldn’t have — not that you’ll want 
to look away. 03

Fragile masculinity becomes a dance number at Camp

T here are plenty of plays for people 
who are into Greek tragedy or 
Victorian drama, or feuding aris¬ 
tocrats. Why not write a musical 
for people who want to hear earthy odes 
to beer, hunting, farting, wives who clip 
too many damn coupons, and men who 
never got any action because their girl¬ 
friends were obviously lesbians? 

Why not, indeed. Playwright Gene Jurek 
and composer Doug Spartz couldn’t come 
up with a good answer to that question, 
and so we have Deer Camp: The Musical. 
It’s now playing at Camp Bar, which hap¬ 
pens to be a gay bar — “Not that there’s 
anything wrong with that!” as one char¬ 
acter says about his ex-girlfriend who 
later came out. 

The four dudes onstage — ringleader 
Doogski (Tony Papenfuss), Vietnam vet 
Diesel (Ross Young), mama’s boy Dig¬ 
ger (Paul Somers), and dumb-ass Moose 
(Tim Dybevik) — are in crisis because 
their wives have realized that, in all their 
years of “deer hunting,” they’ve never 
actually fired a shot. If they don’t bring 


back a buck this time, their deer-camp 
days are numbered. 

What, exactly, do they do in that cabin 
instead of hunting? Why, drink beer, of 
course! What the actors are actually slam¬ 
ming onstage are cans of LaCroix covered 
in Leinenkugel’s wrappers, and you start 
to wonder whether pamplemousse spark¬ 
ing water is actually what the characters 
are consuming. Is this all some kind of 
elaborate rehab? 

Another title for the show could have 
been White Male Fragility: The Musical. 
Shambling song-and-dance numbers, set 
to prerecorded music, add up to a sort of 
Bill of Rights claimed by the fractious four¬ 
some. They want to drink. They want to 
be married, but they don’t want to actually 
see their wives; they’d prefer to fantasize 
about Sarah Palin and Ann-Margret. They 
want to pass gas freely. 

The show ostensibly parodies rural male 
culture (there’s a song about the wonders 
of the wild, with dismissive references to 
inner cities that stop just shy of Trump’s 
“living in hell”), but someone forgot to 
include the wink. When Digger sings about 
his ex, we get the sense we’re supposed

to laugh a little at him and a lot at the 
short-haired phy-ed major he’s well rid 
of. There’s no vindication for the wives 
whose bingo obsession is savagely mocked. 

The revelation that Moose’s wife is being 
entertained by Chippendales occasions 
a full-on burlesque, but one completely 
different in tone from The Full Monty, 
which ultimately celebrates confidence. 
In contrast, the Deer Camp striptease is 
a pageant of insecurity — the guys won’t 
even take their pants off. The show is so 
completely contrary to body-positivity 
that one guy even gets in a fat joke about, 
I kid you not, the late Mama Cass. 

To all appearances, though, the packed 
opening-night audience loved Deer Camp. 
In the front row, a man wearing a blaze- 
orange hunting cap shared an affectionate 
kiss with a woman wearing a deer-tail 
hat. Not that there’s anything wrong 
with that. 03

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BORN TO SHOOT 

Daniel Corrigan’s new photo book documents legendary moments in Twin Cities music history

L ooking at Daniel Corrigan’s pho¬ 
tographs is like taking a time-lapse 
tour through four decades of the 
Twin Cities music scene. 

The veteran local photographer has shot 
hundreds of legendary bands and musicians 
since the early ’80s. His indelible images 
have graced the covers of numerous record 
sleeves — most notably the Replacements’ 
iconic Let It Be cover, taken on the roof of 
Tommy and Bob Stinson’s house on Bryant 
Avenue in Minneapolis. 

Now, after years spent taking pictures 
that illuminate the raw energy and creative 
potency of countless artists, it’s time for 
Daniel Corrigan himself to be recognized. 
Heyday: 35 Years of Music in Minneapolis 
will be published Tuesday by the Minne¬ 
sota Historical Society Press. The gorgeous 
volume — which will be celebrated at 7th 
St. Entry Friday — collects a wide array of 
Corrigan’s best work alongside the informa¬ 
tive text of writer Danny Sigelman. 

Corrigan was born in New York City in 
1958, but moved to Minnesota at the age 
of two. He grew up in Marine on St. Croix, 
and attended Stillwater High School. But 
Corrigan didn’t get into photography until 
his junior year at the University of Min¬ 
nesota, when he took a class as an elective 
to fulfil an art requirement. 

‘Tt was the darkroom that really changed 
ever 3 Thing,” Corrigan reflects over coffee on 
a lovely fall day in northeast Minneapolis. 
“Doing the first print, and seeing the print 
come up in the developer, was seriously 
magic. It was like the waters parted before 
me. It changed everything — completely 
changed everything.” 

He honed his skills as a printer and pho¬ 
tographer at campus newspaper the Min¬ 
nesota Daily, and befriended the paper’s 
arts and entertainment editor, Dave A 5 n:*es, 
who would eventually go on to manage the 
Replacements and do A&R for the band’s 
label, Twin/Tone. That professional con¬ 
nection, as well as Corrigan’s deep-rooted 
ties to downtown Minneapolis music mecca 
First Avenue, would help shape his entire 
career in photography. It also put him front 
and center while the local music scene 
flourished around him. 


“It’s like my home,” Corrigan says affec¬ 
tionately of First Ave, where he’s worked 
as in-house photographer for more than 
20 years. “I got the opportunity to come to 
any show that I wanted to shoot, and I did. 
Having that kind of access was really key.” 

Corrigan also was aprimary photographer 
at City Pages for much of the ’80s and ’90s, 
typically shooting three stories a week. He 
even got a photo into Sweet Potato, the 
early version of what eventually became 
City Pages. He’s seen the Twin Cities and 
its music scene change dramatically over 
the years, though he says he never got the 
sense he was capturing mythical moments 
in time. He was simply doing his job, and 
doing what he loved. 

“It was a special time, because there 
wasn’t this sort of social media, digital edge 
to ever 5 Thing,” Corrigan says of the ’80s 
scene. “The sense of community then was 
different than it is now. It was quainter.” 


That “quaint” time in the Twin Cities 
would definitely change the direction of 
modern music forever, and Corrigan rou¬ 
tinely captured it while it was happening 
in front of him. His vivid photographs 
document early performances from the 
Replacements, Hiisker Dii, and Prince, as 
well as initial area performances by future 
superstars U2, RE.M., and the Cure (to name 
just a few). And then there’s the famous 
Let It Be cover from 1984, which remains 
one of the most famous photographs in 
Corrigan’s vast catalog, as well as one of 
the defining images of the Minneapolis 
music scene itself 

“I can’t 100 percent say that it was my idea 
to go out on the roof But it just seems like 
something I would do,” Corrigan says of the 
shoot. “I have this theory that people look 
different when they are in danger—thatthey 
take on certain mannerisms that are evident 
in the picture. I liked the enclosed space 


idea, especially with these guys because they 
were so wiggly. Putting them someplace 
where they really couldn’t move around 
a lot was kind of key to shooting them.” 

Throughout the book, Danny Sigelman’s 
text does an informative job of connect¬ 
ing the photographs with their respective 
eras, as well as sharing Corrigan’s insightful 
backstories to the pictures. The pair are old 
friends as well as music scene mainstays. 
Sigelman (along with editor Josh Leventhal) 
spent six months organizing Corrigan’s 
sprawling life’s work into a gorgeous vol¬ 
ume that should resonate with fans of both 
music and photography. 

“Working on this certainly brought 
back a lot of memories for me, because I 
think we went to a lot of the same shows,” 
Sigelman says. “At first, I thought I could 
go through the photos and do the writing 
at the same time. But it was really hard. 
So, what we did to inform the stories is.

once we started narrowing down some of 
the photos, I started asking Dan to tell me 
stories about the bands. Or certain photos 
that popped outthatwere really interesting, 
I’d ask him. What were you guys doing 
that day?’” 

And Corrigan is far from done photo¬ 
graphing memorable musical moments in 
the Twin Cities. He still shoots six shows 
a month at First Avenue, in addition to 
working as a stage hand for the club. Music 


and photography are a big part of who he 
is, and he remains tightly connected to a 
scene that wouldn’t look the same without 
him and his work. Corrigan’s photographs 
allow us to relive moments we were lucky 
enough to witness, or teleport others there 
for the first time. 

‘This has reinforced to me just how lucl^ 
I am,” Corrigan admits. ‘And I still think 
that every day. I’m the luckiest man in the 
world.” [Q

If you can get in (and iPs easier to get 
in now that the hype has subsided), 
Volstead’s Emporium is worth the 
extra trouble of hiking through a 
sketchy alley, beyond a steely door 
with a peep-hole, and past a burly 
bouncer (he’s actually more sugar 
than brawn). In the bowels of the 
street-level S&M store (is this start¬ 
ing to sound like we live in a real city, 
or what?) a murky speakeasy awaits, 
with privacy booths where velvet 
curtains can drop, and you and your 
date can do what inspires you. Don’t 
worry—servers pop out of windows 
at other side, Jambi the Genie style, 
at your service with Sazerac in hand. 
While prohibition-era drinking cul¬ 
ture has had its day, threatening to 
curdle like some old milk, Volstead’s 
still manages to charm. The utter 
showmanship in the detail seems 
designed by nothing short of a stage 
designer, down to the fringes on the 
lampshades. A dreamy, reclining 
sliver of a moon on the wall behind 
the band smiles in langor, encourag¬ 
ing the night to never end.

mentioned in the book/’ she says. 

The inaugural meeting was Sep¬ 
tember 13, kicking off with Adven¬ 
tures on the Wine Route by Kermit 
Lynch, an influential American wine 
importer and winemaker. The book 
recounts his travels through the wine 
regions of France, where he spends 
several months each year search¬ 
ing out great wines and talented 
winemakers. 

“It seemed like an appropriate 
book to start with, since he’s wander¬ 
ing around France in the late sum¬ 
mer,” says Skedsvold. 

For October, the group tackled 
Making Sense of Wine, a crash course 
on wine by Matt Kramer. 

Skedsvold says she originally 
thought about putting together a book 
club for industry professionals, but 
customers were so enthusiastic about 
the idea that she decided to structure 
it for the general public instead. 

“Learning about the history and 
the story behind wines and wine¬ 
makers gives a new perspective on 
the subject, and learning about wine 
via a memoir is more fun and less 
intimidating than memorizing grape 
varietals,” says Skedsvold.

One part orchard, one part quaint 
pie shop, and one part candy store 
gone wild, the Jordan, Minnesota 
destination is your new fall family 
tradition.

Root beer comes in 
151 (to be exact—the number grows 
each year) varieties. Salt water taffy 
is available in every possible flavor, 
including buttered popcorn and 
eggnog. There’s stuff from the Neth¬ 
erlands (stroopenwaffels for days), 
stuff from all over Asia (Hello Kitties 
with candy mustaches), and all the 
candy cigarettes you can smoke.

It could be argued that the Basque 
region of Spain takes its food more 
seriously than any other. That north¬ 
ernmost region also tends to be one 
of the more unexplored areas of the 
country. This is not the home of bull¬ 
fighting and flamenco. It’s the home 
of txakoli and pintxos. 

Txakoli is a wine that’s all but 
impossible not to like. It’s a little bit 
effervescent with sparkle, dry as a 
bone, and fruity but not sweet. It’s 
also reasonably priced at around $20 
retail a bottle, sometimes less. 

Pintxos are the Basque answer to 
tapas, little two-or-three bite delights 
that you can stand around and eat 
while sipping Txakoli. Hola Arepa’s 
owners Christina Nguyen and Birk 
Grudem returned from a tour of the 
area this summer and said they vis¬ 
ited 15 to 20 establishments daily that 
specialized in this style of eating. If 
only we had half that many. 

Typical pintxos ingredients include 
salt cod, the Spanish tortilla omelet, 
squid ink, sheep’s milk cheeses, aspar¬ 
agus, and jamon. We were delighted to 
find Costa Blanca doing a really stand- 
up, straight-up Spanish menu (Hector 
Ruiz’s Rincon 38 also takes much of its 
influence from Spain) including some 
Txakoli wines. 

Want some? Watch for influences 
from the area at Costa Blanca, Rincon 
38, Gyst Fermentation Bar, Bar La 
Grassa, Piccolo, and we predict (and 
hope!) more restaurants coming our 
way sometime soon. 

Find Txakoli on the wine lists at 
the Commodore, Corner Table, Costa 
Blanca, Eastside, La Fresca, Sea 
Change, Meritage, Revival, Saffron, 
Spoon & Stable, Tilia, Troubadour, 
Wise Acre, and Monello.

Baker’s Field; Stone 
milled local flour means 
way better bread 

When the Twin Cities started see¬ 
ing a spate of distilleries and cock¬ 
tail rooms I couldn’t figure out why 
I should care. I mean, vodka is vodka, 
right? I drink it for a delicious Grey¬ 
hound, and to catch a buzz. 

But then I realized, of course I 
should care about provenance. I care 
about the provenance of my cheese 
and my cucumbers and my chicken 
wings, so why not vodka? 

The same holds true for bread. 
Most of us laypeople, we non-bak¬ 
ers, will look at a loaf of bread and 
think: “Bread.” Or, we’ll look at a loaf 
of fancy, artisanal bread, and think: 
“Fancy, artisanal bread.” 

Rarely will we think about the 
ingredients beyond flour, yeast, and 
water. But bakers are thinking about 
these things all the time, just as the 
best mixologists are thinking they’d 
like to have a better vodka. 

And so it is with Baker’s Field 
founder Steve Horton, also known 
as the founder of Rustica Bakery, the 
first true-blue and longest-standing 
artisan bakery we have around here. 
Why should someone who bakes 
with wild yeast, long fermentation 
times, and all the other painstaking 
methods necessary for the world’s 
finest breads leave his raw materials 
to someone else? 

But that’s what most bakers have 
had to do up until fairly recently. 
Most American mills are built with 
big ag and commodity food in mind, 
not small farms and small bakeries 
and slow food where hand technique 
is key. So, if the likes of Horton want 
truly superior raw ingredients, they 
pretty much gotta build it them¬ 
selves, from the ground up, including 
the tools.

And that’s Baker’s Field. Horton 
thinks there are probably fewer than 
50 small mills like his in the entire 
country most on the coasts where 
the bread scene has been a little more 
progressive. (Hello, Portland.) 

Baker’s Field looks a little like a 
mini-factory outfitted with lots of 
hoses and pulleys and switches I can 
never hope to understand. What I 
understand is the flavor. 

Take, say, a Rustica loaf, a beauti¬ 
ful thing indeed, bubbling and bur¬ 
nished as if it’s been toasted on the 
surface of the sun. Bust into one of 
these, and you’ll have to sweep the 
floor of all the lovely shards and 
crumbs it will leave behind. Inside, 
it’s filled with glorious structure and 
more bubbles. As you bring it to your 
nose, the aroma is beery and winey 
and astonishingly complex. Why 
would anyone want anything else? 

Because, says Horton, different 
baked goods call for different flours. 
Most flour tastes the same. It’s white, 
the germ has been removed, and it 
works really well for certain things. 
But it doesn’t work for everything. 
It’s kind of like if those mixologists 
had nothing but vodka to work with. 
Sometimes you want a Manhattan, 
right? 

Horton’s breads prove this point 
fabulously They’re all totally dif¬ 
ferent. Sweet, sour, rye-y, cereal-y, 
toasty, buttery. That’s because Hor¬ 
ton and team are working long and 
hard to figure out which grains and 
which flours work best where. 

So for rye: bagel or baguette? Or 
for spring wheat: brioche or bun? 

Thanks to that industrial white 
flour, most of our palates aren’t accus¬ 
tomed to differentiating between, say, 
emmer and spring wheat, or buck¬ 
wheat and spelt. Don’t worry. Horton 
and his team will do the heavy lifting.

and you don’t have to think about it 
any further than the flavor. 

Here’s how it works: A handful of 
whole grains (all of which are “con¬ 
scientiously” sourced from smaller 
farms in the upper Midwest) goes 
in the top of the mill, and when the 
switch gets flipped, the mill makes an 
almighty ruckus.

It’s taken over a year and a half of 
thinking and planning and strategiz- 
ing (including lobbying to change 
Northeast’s zoning laws to allow for a 
mill in the city) to produce that hand¬ 
ful of beautiful flour. 

Of course, the finest way to have 
these very fine breads is to pile them 
with Red Table Meats and Lone 
Grazer Cheeses, Baker’s Field’s neigh¬ 
bors in the Food Building.

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Lu’s Sandwiches goes fast-casual in Northeast 

Fast-casual or “Chipotle-style” service is undoubtedly the new fast food of the 
modern era. IFs fresh, made-to-order before your very eyes, and preferably 
not more than $10 for a simple lunch, oftentimes less. 

Arguably, certain cuisines have been in the fast-casual game since long 
before it was a “thing,” and we’d count Vietnamese, especially banh mi and 
rice noodle salads, as one of these exceptions. Walk into almost any Vietnam¬ 
ese restaurant at all, and pretty, freshly made banh mi sandwiches will be piled 
high, for little more than a few bucks apiece, wrapped in utilitarian waxed 
paper (doubles as a plate) and bound by a rubber band. Good enough for me. 

Or order a rice noodle salad, officially the most delicious way to get lunch 
on a 90-degree day, and you’ll wait no more than 10 minutes for something hot 
on top, cool on the bottom, and fresher than a field of dewy greens. 

Lu’s Sandwiches has been doing things this way on Eat Street for many 
years, and their banh mi, notably the sour sausage, are some of the best any¬ 
where. They bake their own bread on site. 

But format du jour is format du jour, and if a place has a chance of expanding 
their audience, then they might as well do so. Enter Lu’s Northeast. This fast- 
casual version of the Eat Street stalwart builds banh mi plus noodle and rice 
bowls before your very eyes, and while it seems a little redundant, the queues 
are queuing up. 

Step up and select your pleasure. Bowl or bread? Then, meat. At the new Lu’s, 
choose from about half a dozen options (but no sour sausage, sadly) including 
meatball, mock duck, and “special ham”—an assortment of traditional pork 
cold cuts. 

Lu’s make their own pork pate in house, as well as an ultra-thick, dark yel¬ 
low mayo that tells the tale of lots and lots of good yolk. On our visit, we had 
to wait about 15 minutes for the bread to arrive from the other location, well 
worth it for the fresh, shatter-crisp loaves. A Lu’s banh mi is also an excep¬ 
tional deal at $7 for something that’s almost a foot long. It takes gumption to 
finish it all. (Visit the original location to do the 2-foot-challenge.) 

The odd part about all of this is that aside from the meat, most traditional 
banh mi garnishes are, well, traditional, and unless you have a strong aversion 
to cilantro or peanuts (legit), you’re probably going to want cuke, carrot, scal¬ 
lion, cilantro, peanuts, and chiles on your situation. Sauces come in portion 
cups anyway, so this setup isn’t as imperative or personal as, say, a burrito. 

Which is not to say that Lu’s isn’t worth a look. Quite the opposite. Their 
spring rolls are alone worth the trek, one of the freshest, best, and prettiest pre¬ 
sentations we’ve seen, with plump al-dente shrimp, pink-edged BBQ pork, and 
wrappers as transparent as cellophane. Another ridiculous deal at $4 for a pair, 
but not as ridic as their taut, crisp egg rolls, available for $1.50 each, or com¬ 
plimentary with a noodle bowl, your choice of pork or mock duck. That little 
flourish adds a lot of value, particularly since the noodle bowl is just $7. 

Vietnamese iced coffees might be the best in town in a town with a great 
many excellent versions—step over to the fountain machine after purchase 
and ice it up yourself Lu’s even sells glasses of red and white wine for $5 
apiece! The room is styled after all fast-casual rooms everywhere—get in, get 
out, linger over your wine if you must, but don’t linger for long. Can’t you see 
the queue?
